CARBO could not quite recall at the moment* tie recalled that instructions hid 
been given that none of the former CAEROWNitea were to be registered ae 
CADROIT UA if they appeared at CADROIT* CARBO noted he was not so familiar 
with the former B^Abt. as LADELL, and will check XZT J question out with bin* 
(CCOUUDfTi Although CARBO* s check with LA PELL Is not yet complete, the former 1 s 
reaction to queries gave good confirmation that the earlier instructions 

to CADROIT in this respect had been carried out.) 

3* Preliminary to a review of the use of the malls as a method of 
maintaining contact i dttfcx between CADROIT and the UA, the methods of maintain lng - 
content in general were noted* CARBO put them all into one of two categories) 

(a) visits to West Berlin by the UA themselves, or, on occasion, by selected 
relatives when the UA could not oome themselves (the latter case is the 
exception), end (b) letters mailed by the UA from East Berlin or East Germany. 



Ry far the greater amount of contact is maintained by personal visit to the 

nusber 

CADROIT building, rather than by sell (although CARBO noted that tha/amoRta: 
of UA visits has during recent months been below the averages established 
prior to the time when the SFS stepped up Its campaign against Western agents 
among the DDR population)* CADROIT views mail as a necessary evil to be used 
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only when there is no other alternative! GARBO estimated the number of 
letters received by CADROIT from HA at less than twenty per month. 

Ike discussion then focussed on these letter a, the use of C A DROIT 
mailboxes In cooperation with the post department, and the possibility 
that an SFS (or other IS) penetration of the post department might allow 
the SFS to identify and monitor some or all postboxes assigned to 
GADROIT. Letters mailed to A'*t Berlin can be mailed to three types of

«• Addresses of distant but trusted relatives of GA DROIT staffers, 
considered 

This method Is/ the best of the mailing methods by CARBO and 
GADROIT, since it requires no coordination with ths post department, 
and since the 5FS Is considered to* lack knowledge re the tenuous connec- 
tions between the addresses and GADROIT. Most staffers are reluctant 
l^^allow the addresses of their relatives to be used In this 
manner, however, and only approx. IS such addresses are used, 
b. Addresses of relatives of the UA residing in Vest Berlin, 
when such relatives exist. Ttie messages are relayed to GADROIT.

This method does not require coordination with the post department 

in any way, but not all HA have w. Berlin relatives here. 

c* Fictitious addresses located in fest Berlin which are assigned 

to GADROIT by the poet department. Open arriving in West Berlin,'" 

such letters are automatically put in post boxes assigned to GADROIT. 

GARBO wee not familiar with how the GADROIT use of certain ac dresses 

and postboxes had originally been set up with the post department, '

what the original point of contact had been, etc*(i*e* arrangements 
stemmed from a time long before CARBO was placed within CA DROIT),

existed only for » 
contact with the mailers. In the main. The addresses which were selected 
had always been along the sector border. Sometime after CARBO came 
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to CADROIT, a need for more boxes had been noted. As the result of 

ft CARBO/lAEELl/ Froelich discuss ton* Eroelich was b ~iven the Job of 

dealing with postal authorities to secure more boxes. This was 

done and the use of addresses and boxes was expanded beyong 

servicing mailers only to include servicing any 1ft who required it. 

The addresses selected in conjuction with the postal officials were no 

longer confined to areas adjoining the Soviet sector border, but 

oould be any place in Seat Berlin. Zehlendorf and Mikolas see are 

avoided, of course; addresses located in Wilmsrsdorf, Areuaberg, etc. 

Some addresses near the Harz border are now used also, 
are used./ Mho within the post department would have to know thellotlt- 

ioua addresses assigned CADROIT or the numbers of the postboxes? 

Where might such information be drawn together on lists within ttae 

post department? GARBO speculated that knowledge of the addressee 

and boxes would have to exist in the Oberpostdirektion, the 

appropriate section leader in the Oberpostdirektion, the head 
branch 

of the individual/ post offices concerned. It also appeared that 
clerks and other unriedings who hartdla the mail would have to 
be alerted re the addresses within their jurisdiction in order to 
recognise it and deflect it into a CAIROIT post box. GARBO waa not 
sure who within the post department had access to the information 
re addresses, boxes, etc, since the nail arrangments were handled fay 
FToehlich (who also bandies th#iail*re)« Altho indicating no 
dissatisfaction with the mall system as such to CARBO, CL J 
suggested he follow it more closely with the purpose of <*■*■■— 
thrtw either identfying those points where a nose ibis penetration of 
the post department might do harm, or determining that no such 
points exist.
